In an essay on the right use of property, from the

In many cases;—no matter why, so far as the present 
discussion is concerned—the next question is, how am I 
to repent and believe? Am | able to do it of myself? 
if not, can I obtain aid, and if so, where? To these 
questions, various answers are given. 

The followers of Edwards say, the sinner hasnatural 
ability to repent, but no moral ability. He has natural 
ability, for he has all the faculties which he needs, and 
may use them so as to repent, if he will. He is there- 
fore inexcusable for his impenitence. 
moral ability; for moral ability consists in willingness, 
and he is wholly unwilling. This unwillingness is no 
excuse; yet it isareal inability, and will certainly keep 
the sinner from repentance, till God gives him a moral 
ability to repent, ‘The amount of this is, that of himself 
he cannot repent; but by the grace of God, giving him 
moral ability, he can. 1 

To one who knows precisely what these men mean, 
and is so familiar with the language as to retain the 
meaning steadily in his mind, this is all as clear as crys- 
ial. But notwithstanding the vast amouut of talent and 
learning employed in explaining and defending it, ever 
since the time of Edwards especially, multitudes still 
misunderstand it.

He conceived that psalimody was useful in exciting 
an elevation of soul necessary in Christian worship, 
aud he laboured to establish schools for teaching it 
among his widely scattered community ; he alse con- 
silered the great distance at which many of his hear- 
ers lay, and Low liable they were to be impeded in 
their desire to attend divine service by storms and 
other occurrences; be therefore recommended with 
eloquent earnestness the establishment of family wor- 
ship im every house, something, similar to that of 
Scotland, so beautifully described by Burns. 

Neff was no narrow-souled enthusiast, he looke:| 
far before and behind him; he was of a nature kind 
and conciliatory ; Ite hand and heart was alike open ; 
and he had the atidress to soothe and satisfy various 
Catholic families who bordered on his territories ; 
though he did not abstain from discussing religious 
topics, the Romish priests respected him and reported 
him as an useful brother. 

Having established himself fully in the affections of 
his people, he next proceeded to instruct them in the 
arts of life. He desired to impart all his knowledge 
to them. “One proof,” says Mr. Gilly, “of their 
utter wretchedness affected him sensibly. Long hab- 
its of suspicion and dread of ill treatment had become 
so naturalto them, that at the sight of a stranger they 
ran into their huts, particularly the young people, like 
marmots into their holes. Their houses, clothes, food 
and method of cultivation were four or five centuries 
behind the rest of France.”

But while it is said, 
Blessed is he that considereth the poor, itis also said 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to | 
every creature. 

This is a subject, which I have neither knowledge 
nor ability to fathom, but this would seem to be plain, 
that upon this principle, he who expends most, provi- 
ded it is not in a useless manner, does the greatest <er- 
vice to his country. From this, it would follow, that | 
he who employs his money for the spread of the gos- | 
pel injures his country, or at least deprives it of an im- 
portant benefit. What is this but a new form of the old 
plea, that missions will impoverish the country? This 
Is an enemy, one would think, whose featuses should 
be well known to the veterans in the camp, one whom 
they have often attempted to seize, but who has as 
often eluded their grasp; or iftaken and confined in 
chains today, again will be flitting by them like an airy 
phantom, and smiling in scorn to morrow. . 

Mr. Editor, have we not reason to believe, that a city 
or country which should bear its full proportion in ey an- 
gelizing the world, would actually suffer as little from 
poverty, as one that did nothing at all? “ There is that 
seattereth and yet increaseth, and there is that with- 
holdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” 
Besides, does not the man who contributes $100 te the 
Bible Society for instance, help to support the laboring | 
classes, as well as the man who expends the same sum 
in dress or furniture? and then the result obtained is 
in the latter case, things which perish with the using, 
while in the former, that bread which nourishes the 
soul to everlasting life. 

The nasertion has heen made, and doubtless with 
truth, that the laboring classes will nlways adapt them- 
selves to the wants of community. If Bibles are want- 
ed more than ornaments, tneun will become printers 
and book binders, instead of gilders and jewellers. It 
may be said, that if men should contribute as liberally 
for the spread of the gospel, as the wants of the desti- 
tute seem to require, inany would be thrown out of em- 
ployment and much distress occasioned.

The 
preachers do not know, but they hope concerning each 
individual, that he will prove to he one of thern. They 
are therefore obliged to tell all their hearers, that they 
are, in themselves, wholly and in every sense unable 
to repent; and if any sinner calls out, What! !s there 
then no hope in my case? they must answer, yes; there 
ia hope that God. by his Spirit. will enable and dispose 
you to repent. Here the “ Old School” «vstem comes 
to the same point with both the preceding. It has, 
however, this disadvantage. Some sinners will go away 
saying, Perhaps I am not one of the elect; and if not, 
repentance is, to me, an absolute impossibility, and 
therefore not binding upon me.

but your pastnres, like your hearts, are languishing 
with drought!” 

It wae not without much persunsion, and afier a 
season of drought had admonished them, that this 
persevering praetor got his men set to work. 

“It was a toileome undertaking. In some places 
they had to elevate the floor of the main channel to 
the height of eight feet, and in others to lower it as 
mach. In the course of the first day's labour, « was 
necessary to carry the construction. across the rocky 
beds of three or four torrente, atitl often when the 
work appeared to he done, Neff detected a fault in 
the level, or an inclination in the water course, which 
obliged him to insist upon their going over tt again.— 
At four o'clock, the volunteers were rewarded ly eee- 
ing the first fruit of their Inbours ; one line of aque- 
duct was completed; the dam was raised, and the 
water rushed into ‘he nearest meadow amidst the joy- 
ful shouts of workmen and spectators.

anger, the warm hearted minister, was toiling in

own hands built a school house, a labour which cost 
him his life. A severe winter aud incessant toil van- 
quished his active and benevolent spirit at last, and 
constrained him to seek for health in milder regions ; 
before he went, he gave one of his distant friends a 
deseription of the wintry horrors of Dormileuse. 

“ Thanks to the gonerosity of my friends, our lit- 
le school is now floored and glazed—the benches and 
seats are’all finished, and while all the other schools 
in this country are held in damp and dark. stables, 
where the scholars are stifled with smoke, and inter- 
rupted by the babble of people and the noise of the 
cattle, and are obliged to be constantly quarrelling 
with the kids and fowls in defence of their copy-books, 
or shifting their pogition to ayoid the droppings from 
the roof, we have a comfortable and well warmed 
apartment. | am again condacting a school for the 
ofteltion of those, whose business it will be to edu- 
cate others—it now consists of about twenty young 
men from the different villages. We are buried in 
snow more than four feet deep. At this moment a 
terrible hurricane is raging; which dashes the snow 
about in clouds—we can scarcely put our feet out of 
the house, aud [know not when my letter will reach 
you. During the late abundant falls of snow, and the | 
violence of the wind, our communication with other | 
valleys has been both difficult and dangerous. "The | 
avalanches threaten us on ali sides. They have been | 
falling thick, especially about Dormilleuse.” | 

He tore himself with reluctance from his flock, and 
went to seek what he could not find—such sweet air 
and such healing waters as would repair a crushed | 
constitution; he looked up for a time, touched, no} 
doubt, by removal to his na.ive village and his aged 
mother’s arms, but he drooped at length, ani! died on 
the 12th of April, 1829.

SANDWICH ISLANns. 
Extracts of a joint Letter from Honolulu, dated Jan, 
17, 1832. 
‘Removal of the Jesuits from the Islands, 

Allow us here to mention some particulars of a pro- 
vidential character not immediately connected with 
our labors, but not less interesting to the natiov on that 
recount. You have heard of the disastrous enterprise 
in which Boki and Manuia embarked, soon after the 
visit of the U. 8. ship Vincennes, aud the loss of Man- 
via and most of his crew, and the almost certain loss 
of Boki and his crew and vessel, and the consequent 
change of the government of this island, You are 
aware also of the fact that, subsequently to those 
changes, the government ordered the Jesuita to leave 
the islands within three months, or be liable to be

as persecution, No permission was ever given them to 
remain oa the islands; it was expressly refused, and they 
were repeatedly requested, and eten ordered to go oor 
The advice and authority of the government being equally 
disregarded, that government éxercised the right claimed b 
all civilized nations, of determining whether foreigners at all 
events shal! remain within its limits; and in a manner the 
most considerate and humane, sent them to another country 
professing the same religion with themselves. 

While endeavoring to estimate the merits of this caso, we 
shoald endeaver te place ourselves in the circumstances of 
the chiefs of the Sandwich Islands.] 

Christian chiefs in the Sandwich Islands—say their 
missionary friends—have an argument against Ro- 
muanism, which is to them conclusive, on the supposi- 
tion that their former system of pes: was wrong. 
Their religion, formerly, consisted much in the wor- 
ship of bones, and other relics of their predecessors 
and of various living creatures, of numerous tabus 
(inhibitions) in respect to flesh and other kinds of food, 
and rehearsing prayers and making gestures before 
images of the various objects of their adoration—not 
that they supposed the imnye itself to be the real god 
in all cases, but either the place of residence of the 
spirit, or the mere representation of the god in whom 
they trusted. Nowif all this was without exception 
wrong, how can the same thing, or what appears to 
them to be the same thing in Romanism, be right? 
And if it was right for them to prohibit the idolatry of 
their former worship, it is in their view rightto pro- 
hibit idolatry, or the worship of Peet or images, or 
the rclics of ine, in whatever s ape it is attempted to 
ve revived; unless it can be shown that the tofinite 
God has commanded jt. This, so far as we know, 
the Jesuits huve never attempted to prove from the 
holy Scriptures. 

[The facts, concisely stated, appear to bedkese. The 
Jesuits were four years in Oahu, so that the intelligent) 
chiefs had an opportmnity to gain some correct notions of | 
their religious opinions and rites. ‘The chiefs also s atisfied | 
their minds, by conference with their Protestant teachers, by | 
reading a translation of Mr. King’s simple and excellent 
letter to his Maronite Roman Catholic friends in hee and | 
by examining the portions of the word of God which exist in | 
their language—that all sorts of idol worship were utterly at 
variance with the letter and spirit of Christianity, and that 
the opinions and cer i of the Romish eharch were in | 

neral contrary to the Scriptures; and they regarded the | 
introdaction of the papal religion among the people as little | 
better than a revival of the baleful superstitions, from which | 
they had been so recently disenthralled. 

The following reasons were assigued by Kuakini in wri- 
ting for sending away the Jesuits. ] . 
© This is our reason for sendiag away the French- 
men. In the first place, the chiefs never asscated to 
their dwelling at Oahu, and when they turned some of 
our own people to stand opposed to us, then we said 
to them, ‘ Returo to the country whence yecame.’ At 
seven different times we gave them that order; and 
again in speaking to them, we said, * Go away, ye 
Frenchinen: we allow you three-months to getready.’ 
But they did not go during the three months: thoy re- 
mained eight months, saying, ‘We have no vessel to re- 
turn in.’ Therefore we have put them on board our 
own vessel to carry them to a place where the service 
is like their own. Because their doings are different 
from ours, and because we cannot agree, therefore we 

send ihem away.”

During the three months alluded to, Captain Hill, a 
member of the church of England, from Liverpool, 
made a visit to this part of the world as a_philanthro- 
pist, and exerted a direct influence to second the or- 
ders of the chiefs, both in respect to the removal of 
the Jesuits, and the suppression of the injurious traftic 
in ardent spirits, carried on chiefly by foreigners 
against the wishes of Kaahumanu and nearly all the 
principal chiefs in the islands. 

He Iabored with the Jesuits themselves to persuade 
them, as they desired the good of the country, as they 
hoped to be useful to their fellow-men, to rernove with- 
out delay to soma other part of the world where their 
labors woukl be more acceptable, and to leave the 
natives in quiet possession of the Scriptures and of the 
Protestant faith; assuring them that the doctrines of the 
Romish church are so different from those of the Re- 
formation, that they can never coalesce, and that the 
islanders were not able to digest them both at once. 
He labored also with other foreigners to produce the 
same impression. 

During the same period General Miller, an English 
gentleman distinguished in the revolutionary stro 
of Peru, in a voyage for his health, arrived as a pas- 
songer in a Prussian ship, the Princess Louisa, Keaa- 
humanu said, “ This ship will perhaps help to accom- 
plish our wishes by carrying away the Frenchmen.” 
General Miller seemed during a stay of four months, 
to take a lively interest, not in the ease of the Jesuits, 
but in the general state ani! prospects of the-country. 
He encouraged the king and chiefs to endeavor to im- 
prove the forin and character of their government; to 
(ook well to the future interests of their country; to 
encourage industry and commerce; to establish renson- 
able and equitable laws for the security of property, 
the promotion of good order, and the regulation of in- 
tercourse with strangers, and to enforce them without 
the fear of interference. 

It is due moreover to both these gentlemen to say, 
what we are happy to acknowledge, that they treated 
your missionaries with kindness and respect, and os 
we believe exerted an influence favorable to tho inter- 
ests of the nation.
